1929 was raising .turkey^ by the new 
method known as the sanitary con- 
fined method. This plan was carried 
out In six communities with a total 
of 500 turkeys^ '

Turkey raising has been a long praci 


ticcd project for 'farm 
women but 


many became discouraged due to the 
small percent raised. 
More turkeys 


were raised this year in Hcmpstcad 
county than any previous year. 


In raising turkeys by the confined 


sanitary method there are a few es- 
sentials necessary for success with the 
project. The first one is selecting a 
suitable location for the pen. One 
acre .is required for 100 turkeys. 
It 


must be a well drained piece of land, 
preferably on a knoll and 
on land 


that has not been used for raising 
poultry. The bacteria found around 
poultry yards often contains worm 
eggs and blackhead both are fatal to 
turkey raising. The acre selected is 
fenced in with four incli mesh1 wire 
anc! 
two ro.ws of barb wire no lop 


of-the mesh eacrutwelvo inches apart. 
The .ground inside*1 the pen is then 
planted in green stuff such as oats, 
rye or alfalfa. It is better 
to divide 


the pen in halves and keep one half 
planted while useing the other half 
for pnsutrc. 


Housing 
is another 
essential al- 


though, a very crude house is all that 
is needed. In our project we used two 
difcrcnt types of houses depending 
on the method of brooding the poults. 
A. brooder house with brooder stove 
was used successfully and so were 
chicken hens successful. In the case 
of useing chicken hens small coops 
were all the shelter 
provided. 
A 


roosting pen was provided as soon as 
the poults were weaned. This was 
constructed of four posts and plenty 
of small roost poles. 


Feeding the 
turkeys a 
balanced 


mash is another essential. The meth- 
od of feeding is the same as for 
chicks, they were started on mash as 
soon as they were 48 hours old and 
it was continued until they were sold. 
The formula for the turkey mash is 
as follows: 


65 Ibs. yellow corn meal 
20 Ibs. ground rolled oats 
20 Ibs. mill run bran 
10 Ibs. meat meal 
8 Ibs. mineral protin or minerals. 


These ingredients were bought and 


homo mixed making the mash cost 
less than ready mixed feed. Corn was 
fed for scratching grain starting when 
the turkeys were four months old. 
It waa fed in a trough instead of on 
the ground this keeps the 
turkeys 


irom picking up bacteria. The last 
month a fattening ration is fed to 
finish them for the market, this is 
composed of finely ground cornmeal 
and milk and is fed twice a day along 
with all the mash they will eat. 


Sanitary methods are the most es- 


sential of all the practices in turkey 
raising. A prevention for blackhead is 
thu only method as no cure for it is 
known. Wo used the following meth- 
i-d us a 'prcventative: The drinking 
water contained a 
diseiifeetant, bi- 


chloride ot mercury at the rate of one 
tablet to three gallons of water. This 
was kept before the turkeys for ten 
days then clear water ten days and 
and the dose repeated. A dose of ep- 
som balli; was given once a month at 
the rate of four tablespoons to one 
gallon 
of 
drinking 
water. These 


measures kept the resistance of the 
turkeys so that diseases could be

thrown off. 


Worming the turkeys regularly was 


another preventatlve measure. A good 
worm tablet was given to each poult 
when they were 12 Weeks old, it was 
preceded by a dose of cpsom salts. 
Another worm tablet was given each 
turkey a month . later. 
Worms- are 


prevalent in all fowls and tend to 
lower 
their 
resistance 
to 
other 


diseases, 


Other sanitary measures arc moving 


the houses to clean land often, keep- 
ing the houses thoroughly discnfcct- 
ed and the premises clean. 


The cash results of our project show 


that this method pays and all the 
demonstrators say that it is the only 
method that they will use Is raising 
turkeys. 


Mrs. J. N. Thomas of Blevins hatch- 


ed 100 turkeys, she raised 84, sold 74 
that weighed 1084 pounds for ?355.60. 
The feed cost for raising the 82 was 
$189.80. The profit on 74 turkeys sold 
was ?150.96. Each turkey raised av- 
eraged 14 1-2 pounds, the largest in- 
dividual turkey weighed 26 pounds 
and brought ?9.10. The smallest tur- 
kcp weighed 10 pounds and 
was a 


hen Mrs. Thomas made more profit 


from her acre of turkeys than her 
husband made from any acre on the 
farm.

Every particle of the 
surface of the croquette must be 
covered with crumbs, then dipped 
in egg and again rolled In crumbs. 
The most fastidious cooks use only 
white crumbs for crumbing since 
they remain a more delicate brown 
during -cooking.
